Sub : Scheme of exports under OGL. 3 of certain 
Fabrics and|or made-up items made from 
Cotton, Wool and man-made fibres, to USA, 
European Economic Community Member States, 
Canada, Sweden, Austria and Finland from 
1-1-1983 to 31-12-1983. 

File No. 2l53|82-Ei.—1. The Scheme ■ This 
Scheme relates to the export of certain Fab¬ 
rics and or made-up items f (i) Colton, Wool and 
man-made fibres to USA, European Economic Com¬ 
munity-Member States, (Federal Republic of Germany, 
France, Italy, Benelux, U.K., Ireland, Denmark and 
Greece!, Sweden, Austria and Canada and (ii) Cotton 
and man-made fibres to Finland for the period 
1-1-1983 to 31-12-1983. 

2. The Policy indicated in this Public Notice is 
subject to amendments|amplifications based on the 
provisions of the relevant bilateral Textile Agreements 
between India and the concerned importing countries. 
Such agreements are currently under negotiationjfina 
lisation. Certain other features of this policy viz, 
Agency for Administration of the Policy, Reservation 
of quantities into various segments (PL|MM|HL|KT) 
under different systems, terms and conditions of allot¬ 
ment, appeal provisions, pre-shipment formalities and 
customs clearance etc., will be announced in due 
course. 

3. Systems and quantum of allotment, and Divisions 
of the allotment year : 

There will be three systems of allocation of quan¬ 
tity for export :— 

3.1. 25 per cent of the annual level wil be allocat¬ 
ed on the basis of past performance. The balance 
(75 per cent of Amiual level) will be allocable on 
FCFS contract reservation basis and FCFS ready 
goods basis in the ratio of 55 : 45 respectively. For 
the purpose of allotment on the basis of past perfor¬ 
mance there will be single period from 1-1-1983 to 
30-9-1983. However, for FCFS coiitract reservations 
and FCFS ready goods, the year will be divided into 
the six months period 1-1-1983 to 30-6-1983 and 
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1-7-1983 to 31-12-1983. 60 per cent of the quan¬ 

tity available under these systems (FCFS Contract 
reservation and FCFS Ready Goods) will be allotted 
during the first period and 90 per cent during the 
second period. The above periods]!>ystemwise ratios 
may, however, be modified by the Government de¬ 
pending upon the demand patterns and other para¬ 
meters. 

4. Past performance Entitlement : 

4.1 Agency for determining entitlements.—The 
agency for calculation of the entitlement under the 
past performance system in respect of each exporter 
will be the Cotton Textiles Expoit Promotion Council, 
Bombay, (TEXPROCIL). r lhe Textile Commis¬ 
sioner will lay down procedures in this regard and 
supervise the work of the TEXPROCIL. 

4.2 Base period.—The entitlement will be deter¬ 
mined prorata for each country[category combination 
on the basis of the average of export during 1980, 
1981 and January—June 1982 for each country! 
category for each exporter, 

4.3 Transferability of past performance entitle¬ 
ment.—4 PP entitlement shall be transferable subject 
to the following conditions:— 

1. An exporter will have the option to transfer 

any portion of his entitlement to any other 
exporter at any time during the year. 

2. The quantity transferred shall be counted as 

exports of the transferee, who actually ships 
the goods. 

3. The entitlement in the hands of the transferee 

shall be subject to the same terms and con¬ 
ditions as those applicable to it in the hands 
of the transferer. 

4. Any exporter, who has transferred quantities 

in a particular categoiy|country to another 
exporter shall not. be eligible to seek trans¬ 
fer from any other exporter to himself in 
the same category|courdry. 

5. Transfer of PP entitlement in a particular 

countryjcategory shall not be allowed to the 
exporters who have FCFS Contract reserva¬ 
tion quota in the same category]country. 

5. FCFS Contract Reservation systems : 

For allotment on FCFS contract reservation basis, 
the exporters will have to submit, alongwith the 


application, performance bond backed by bank gua¬ 
rantee for the value calculated at the rate of 50 paise| 
kg. in case of all categories [countries where the unit 
of allocation is in Kilogram, 5 paisc per square yard 
equivalent in Fabric categories of USA and Canada 
and 12 paise per piece in case of exports of handker¬ 
chiefs to European Economic Countries and USA. 
The rates for other categories[countrics concerned will 
be announced by TEXPROCIL under this system, en¬ 
dorsement by the TEXPROCIL shall be valid for a 
period of 21 days subject to the condition that no 
endorsement made during any period shall be valid 
beyond 10 clear days from the expiry of the period 
concerned. 


FCFS ready goods systems : 

5.1 In the case of allocation of quantity on the 
basis of FCFS ready goods, •the exporters ill have to 
submit the Textile Committee inspection certificate, 
AR 4jAR 5 forms, whenever applicable, alongwith the 
application and shipping documents. Shipments 
against allocation on FC^FS ready goods basis will have 
to be offered within 10 clear days from the date of 
quota endorsement, However, this period can he 
extended in exceptional cases for valid reasons on 
specific authorisation from Textile Commissioner. 

6. Slow moving items : 

In line with the practice followed during the year 
1982, the Textile Commissioner, will identify and 
announce a list of slow moving items on the basis of 
past exports and prevailing trends. 

7. Exports vvill be allowed from any port in India. 

8. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ments to any of the foregoing provisions without giving 
prior notice.
